than six ten pound parcels each 
four weeks, The remaining forty 
pounds of foodstuffs per four weeks 
may be sent personally by relatives 
in Canada, but each parcel must 
bear a coupon which may be ob- 
tained on application from the 
Prisoners of War Department, Can- 
adian Red Cross Society, Lendon, 
England. 

The right to send food parcels to 
an officer Prisoner of Waa rests 
with the next of kin, but may be 
transferred by the latter or by the 
Prisoner of War himself to any 
person. lt is advisiable that appli- 
cation should be made to the .Pris- 
oners of War Department, Cana- 
dian Red Cross Society, London, 
England, for the necessary coupors 
for parcels packed personally at the 
earliest possible moment.
